Pueblo, Col.. June 6Dy A,
. —Sergeant Willoughby, of the
United States Army, here to traln
National Guard troops, sald warn-
ing of the flood was given through-
out the distriet Fridny night and

One of the heaviest items of expense
to the contractor pow is the cartage
or hauling of ashes and rubblah to the
dumps, These distances are growing
longer every day as the eity expands.
Anyhow, dumps are obsolete,

e destructories overcome this need-
less expense, Thay do away with the
long hauling. They abolish the un-
sightly dumps and ther accompliah the
work.

Under the contractor system the
maintenance of these plants was fm-
possible. No contractor, bldding from
ear to year, could afford to erect one,
